Governor's Plea In "Civil Suits" Denied 
t —Ruling Settles 1921 Indictment. 


Springfield, Dl., Nov. 17.—(#)—Denying the plea of Gov- 


ernor Len Small in the "civil suits," Master in Chancery 
Briggle, this morning delivered a ruling in the Sangamon 
county circuit court that the governor must account for ?!,- 
000,000 state funds alleged to have been withheld while he 
was state treasurer.

OTHERS NAMED. 


Besides recommending that Gov- 


ernor Small be held to an accounting 
the decision declares that Yt-rne «. 
Curtis and Etha G. Curtis, ns admin- 
istratrix of the estate of Edward C. 
Curtis, deceased, should awouiit for 
• 11 interest collected by tlu-m. 


The decision was in part as fol- 


lows:

NOT ACCOUNTED FOR.

Curing his term as treasurer thn Kurn 
of $306,424.33 on or about Se,pt. 50, 
1918 and the sum of SH3.SS3.79 on 
or about April 23. lf'20 b-ut has not 
disclosed the source of such interest 
earnings and has not made an ac- 
counting to the people of the state 
of Illinois of all interest ana earn- 
ings upon the public funds as by law 
required. 


"That during the period of his in- 


cumbency "various large sums of the 
state's funds were transferred by de- 
fendant Small to the defendant Verne 
S. Curtis and one Edward C. Curtis, 
now deceased, doing business as the 
Grar.t Park bank: that said funds- 
were used In most instances by the 
said Curtises for investment in var- 
tous notes of Armour and company, 
Swift and company, Morris and com- 
ji.nn-. Cudahy and company, and Wi- 
re n and company, and various sums 
were received by the said Edward 
<C. Curtis and Verne S. Curtis during 
said period as and for interest and 
discounts upon such public funds, for 
which no accounting has been made 
•U 'the state of Illinois-. 


GRANT PARK BANK. 


"That the alleged Grant Park bank 


'referred to in this case was not in 
fact a batik, but a mere agency used

NOT BEEN MADE.

"That the said Edward C. Curtis

REPORT SUMMARIZED. 


Summarizing the table* in the 


'ormal report, a statement author- 
zed by the bureau reads hi part as 
'ollows: 


During roughly the last half cen- 


tury the 
membership in American 


rade unions has twice 'reached strik- 
ing peaks, from which , it has later 
descended. 
The 
first 
peak 
was 


achieved in 1887 when membership 
rose to about 1,000,000 and the sec- 
ond In 1920 when It exceeded 5.000.- 
000. In each case the labor movement 
failed to hold its maximum numbers. 


"After 1887 
the 'losses were 


great that membership in the early 
nineties was probably only a couple 
of hundred thousand, and since 1920 
the unions have lost more than one 
and'a quarter millions.

WALL STREET. 


While Washington waits for con- 


gress to get here, we think a. good 
deal about the extraordinary activ- 
ty at another center, namely Wall 
Street, 


The marking up of prices on the 


Stock Exchange during the past two 
weeks has led to some watchfulness 
from those whose concern is with 
the economic and financial phenom- 
ena that goes under the name of In- 
flation. 
By no means all or even a 


majority of thoughtful observers en- 
tertain fear of Inflation, but there 


enough possibility of it to cause 


interest to be focused on it. 


NOT POSSIBLE. 


Of the several things that differ- 


ent persons mean by inflation,' that 
crude one which consists of the sheer 
printing of more paper money is not 
possible in the United States, and 
can be dismissed . That Is the form 
of inflation that was practiced by 
Germany and some other European 
countries, to their ultimate Intense 
distress. 


With that example before us, and 


with so sound an economic mind as 
Coolidge's in the White House, and 
so equally sound a mind as that of 
Mellon in the treasury, that form of 
inflation is not- a danger. 


CREDIT ANGLE. 


Another form of inflation, which 


is the kind we suffered a few years 
ago, and which is the only kind like- 
ly to threaten America, is credit in. 
flation. ' It Is true that a great in- 
crease In the nuntber of credit dol- 
lars In the country has effects sim- 
.lar to a great Increase in the num- 
ber of currency dollars. 


For the prevention of credit In 


Nation, reliance must be had chief- 
s', not on the government, hut on 
the parties directly concerned, the 
business men who borrow and the 
bankers who lend it, and who be- 
tween create excessive credit If it is 
created. 
Those who take the more 


cheerful view, namely, that we are 
not likely to suffer inflation, base 
their hope on the ground that the

Some observers believe this 


will be a permanent and general 
policy in American business, with 
our facilities for speedy manufacture 
and transportation,, there Is less real 
need of carrying large stocks than 
has been the tradition.

of speculation In commodities, and 
which led to inflation followed by 
deflation may be a thing of the past. 
The truth is that'throughout Amer- 
ica, nearly every one of the agencies 
through whom inflation of any kind 
can arise, are actually now watchful 
against it.
